Clarence Mallory, of 
Binghamton, N. Y.t Erie railroad de­ 
tective, shot through the heart. 
The men went on strike on Tuesday 
morning. They demanded 25 cents an 
bour for their work, for w h k h they 
were getting 20 cen ts an hour 
T h e y 
were employed by the Krie railroad, 
which leases the docks and yards from 
the New York, Susquehanna Sc W est­ 
ern railroad. The advance in pay was 
refused them, whereupon they prompt­ 
ly struck. 
An old ferryboat, with a hundred or 
more strike-breakers, pu'led into the 
dock of the coal yards

KING OF AMERICAN ISLAND 


Jam es 
Jesse 
Strang 
Really 
Was 
Crowned and Had Dominion With­ 
in the United State*. 


T here 
frequently 
appears 
along 
C hestnut street a professional beggar 
who claim s to be H enry 8trang, a son 
of Am erica’s only king 
His tale is 
greeted as a huge Joke, yet the story 
he tells is true, the only part of it 
concerning which there may be any 
doubt 
being 
bis 
own 
connection 
with It. 
The kingdom he refers to was once 
set up on Heaver island, in northern 
Lake Michigan, 
and 
flourished 
for 
some years. 
Jam es Jesse Strang, a 
prom inent 
Mormon, 
had 
quarreled 
with the b ader* of his church, and in 
1846 w ithdrew with a few* followers 
to th a t island. O ther Mormons Joined 
the colony from tim e to time, and by 
the w inter of 1848 they were suffi­ 
ciently num erous to threaten control 
of the island. 
On July 8, 1850, Strang 
was crowned king with elaborate cer­ 
emonies. 
T here 
was 
much 
contro­ 
versy between the Mormons and the 
o th er inhabitants of the island, m ost­ 
ly fishermen. 
While on a visit to De­ 
troit P resident Fillm ore heard of this 
little kingdom within the domain of 
the United States. 
He sent an arm* d 
vessel to B eaver inland, and 
King 
S trang was captured and trbtd for 
treason. 
H*1 conducted his own de­ 
fense aud mad** such an eloquent plea 
th a t he was acquitted 
In 1S50 
ho 
was assassinated.— Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord.
